In a counterpart Japanese application, a Japanese Office Action issued on March 8, 
2005 According to an Engiish transition of the Japanese Office Action obtained by 
Applicants- representative, the Japanese Patent Office made certain characterizations of the 

references. 

According to an English translation of the Japanese Office Action, document Bl 
discloses (regarding the "Difference", refer to document B4): 

"Regarding (Difference 1), Reference Bl (Paragraphs [0017H0027]) has a 
configuration where Terminal B (Recipient of the set-up information) obtams 
the set-up information from Terminal A (Provider of the set-up 
information)." 

According to an English translation of the Japanese Office Action, document B2 
discloses (regarding the "Difference", refer to document B4): 

"Regarding (Difference 2), as in Reference B2 (Page 19, Lines 14-16), it is 
known in the art to convert the received information as needed." 
According to an English translation of the Japanese Office Action, document B3 
discloses: 

«,, is known in the art as shown by Reference B3 (Paragraph [0046]), for 
instance, to execute mutual authentication procedures as in the invenUon of 

subject application 7." 
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According to an English translation of the Japanese Office Action, document B4 

discloses: 

"Reference B4 and the inventions of the subject application 1, 2, 6 and 13 both 
describe a hand-held PC having a function to connect to the internet (lower 
portion of Page 46) and a function to communicate using local personal 
computers and serial cables (middle portion of Page 44) or infrared (middle 
portion of Page 45), which also has a function to receive the address book or 
the set-up (information) for dial-up connection from said personal computers 
(Page 46). 

However, there is a difference in that the inventions of the subject application 1 
and 13 are configured so that the mobile terminal side obtains the set-up 
information from the local computers, whereas Reference B4 is configured so 
that the personal computer side sends the set-up information to the hand-held 

PC. (Difference 1) 

Another difference is that in of the invention of the subject application 2, the 
m obile terminals have a configuration to convert the set-up information winch 
is received when necessary; whereas in Reference B4, the conversion takes 
place on the personal computer side before the information is sent (Page 50). 
(Difference 2)" 

As noted, the characterizations of the Japanese Paten, Office noted above are based on 
an English translation obtained by Applicant's representative. The disclosure of these 
Cauterizations should no, be construed as an admission of or agreement with the opunons 
expressed in the Japanese Office Action. 

Unless otherwise indicated, no English translation is readily available (no. considering 
machine-generated translations tha, may be freely avaiiable online, to both the Applicants) 
and the PTO) for each of the non-English language documents. However, a commercially 
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available English language abstract is provided herewith, where indicated on the attached 
Form PTO/SB/08.
